PRAY FOR THIS WEEK'S PASTOR'S MEETING 


This week (March 13-16), Pastor Reese will be attending the 
Mid-Year Conservative Grace Brethren Pastor’s Conference, 
hosted by the Cornerstone GBC of Mansfield, OH, and will 
have the privilege of serving on Jordan Bradley’s Ordination 
Exam. Pastor Reese will also serve as National Secretary for 
the Ethics & Mediation Panel (EMP). The national Conservative 
ministerium (a.k.a., The College of Pastors, or COP) will hold 
its vital semi-annual business sessions at this Conference, 
and the diverse national panels will convene to conduct their 
important business. These panels include: 


e The Foreign Missions Panel, which deals with the 
problems and needs associated with foreign missions 
and church-planting overseas, offering written plans and 
recommendations unto the COP & National Conference; 

e The Home Missions Panel, dealing with church- 
planting-efforts within the United States, as well as the 
problems associated with pastorless churches; 

e The Pastoral Care Panel, dealing with the needs of 
Shepherds who are in personal distress or hardship; 

e The Pastoral Recognition Panel, which serves as 
watchman and gatekeeper, protecting the doctrinal and 
moral integrity of our ministerium, and overseeing the 
ordination process for new men called into the ministry; 

e The Ethics & Mediation Panel, which attempts to 
confidentially mediate disputes between Brethren that 
have proven insoluble on the local church level; 

e The Executive Panel, which consists of the National 
Leadership (e.g., the Conference President, the COP 
President, various Vice Presidents, etc.), who engage in 
overall planning for the Fellowship’s combined events. 


In addition, the full body of Pastors will be studying an 
extensive academic paper written by this year’s COP 
President, Pastor DeLane Miller (Albany, OR). Please pray 
for these concerns, and for Jordan Bradley’s examination 
(Thurs.)—as well as for traveler’s mercy for everyone! Also 
pray that the pastor’s wives will be blessed in their program.
